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REMEDIAL LEGISLATION. 

Notwithstanding al! that has been 
said by the governments and politicians 
of every stripe and written by Mr. Jas. 
Fisher and men of his way of thinking 
on this live question, the great bulk of 
the publie are still in confusion as to 
the real merits of the case. 

A great many are of the opinion 
that separate schools in Manitoba are 
the result of a compact made between 
the Dominion government and the 
people of this | rovince before it enter- 
ed Confederation, and‘as such it would 
be a breach of trust, an act of political 
perfidy to deprive the minority of these 
schoo's now, no matter how much 
the requirements of the province call 
for the obolition, merely because the 
province has by majority the power to 
do it. 

The history of the world is full of 
such inc de..ts—the spoliation of not 
only the privileges but the mghts of 
minorities to serve the interests of the 
masses, We have a striking illustra- 
tion of this in the secularization of the 
clergy reserves in upper Canada by 


little good can result from it. Good 
resolutions unless followed up by good 
works are of little use. The organiza- 
tion is simply the establishment of a- 
g2ncies through which gocd may be 
t accomplished—in itself nothing more. 
The reference to th: necessity for 
! the H.B.R.R. was welltimed. There 
are some so full of political animosity 
as to declare the reference was made 
| simply for the purpose of booming the 
government at Ottawa, and past abor- 
| tive efforts in that direction have paved 
the way for such a suspicion, but we 
must not be selfishly uncharitable. 
This country needs that outlet above 
all others and Northwest public organi 
zations of whatever character should 
ever keep it a living issue.
